Her second reference was listed 
as NICHOLAS KASTR0C0LA,\Aeronautical Engineer, Post Office Box ^ 

116, Newbury Park, California, known five years. 

A notation was also observed in the records to the 
effect that, according to T-2, another Governmental agency con- 
ducting intelligence investigations, "Subject is former wife of 
a San Francisco Bay journalist and lecturer. Doth subject and ✓ 
former husband wrote articles for the Communist paper ’People's 
World. 1 At present it is believed that GREENBERG is a Communist 
Party member and a member of a cell in this area." 

T-2 advised this Office in ^ January , 1950 that a former 
landlady of CELIA EPSTEIN GREENBERGy\Post Office Box 27, Solroma r, 
California, had“stated that' she had found various books of a 
radical nature in GREENBERG* s apartment while she was employed at / 
National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics (hereinafter referred 
to as MCA), Cleveland, Ohio, in about 191+3. T-2 identified 

GREENBERG as having been born on Aoril 25, 191!+, formerly employed 
at NAMTC . Point Mugu. Califo *

A. A. BILLS, Inspector of Naval Materials, United States 
Navy Inspector's Office, 1206 Santee Street, Los Angeles, California, 
has advised that EASTMAN JACOBS,\mentioned above, has had con- 
tinuous clearance since April, 151+9 to restricted areas at the 
NAMTC, Point Mugu, California, in connection with various con- 
tracts let out to JACOBS.

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BILLS stated further that three known contracts have 
been let out to JACOBS, being Numbers NI23S-633I6, Nl23S-69i>22, 
and N123S-75&23* They are believed, according to BILES, to re- 
late to the construction of Exhaust Manifolds A which are them- 
selves unclassified, although their final application and use 
at HAMTC might be considered "confidential." It is believed x 

further that JACOBS deals with C. F . AIEXANDER \t Point Mugu, 
in connection with the items he manufactures ana\ furnishes to 
that installation. BILLS also advised that the latest "confidential* 
clearance request from Point Mugu for JACOBS was dated November 
16, 1951, which was issued and would be effective from November 
25, 1951 to January 31, 1952. BILLS added, however, that these 
requests are routine and of a continuing nature. 

Lieutenant DOUGLAS G. AITTCEN, Security Officer, United 
States Navy Purchasing Office, 1206 Santee Street, Los Angeles, 
California, has advised that EASTMAN JACOBS, operating as the 
East-Uest Engineering Company, has bid on, received, and com- 
pleted the following contracts for the hereinafter described 
items to be used in connection with research at EAMTC, Point 
Mugu, California;
